The history of the Dixon Union High School is one of many in- 
teresting changes. The first school, which stood east of the Full 
Gospel Church,"was built in the 1870 f s. 

The faculty sold the school in 1880 and the new school, the 
Dixon Academy, opened in 1881 and stood where the shop buildings 
now are. 

The school later was called the Dixon Union High School. 
Purple and Gold were chosen for the school colors and their annual 
was also called the "Purple and Gold". In 1912 the students be- 
lieved that they needed something besides color to distinguish 
their year book, so they changed the name from "Purple and Gold" 
to "Chanticleer". 

The enthusiasm of the students, in 1915, was due to their new 
school building, the present Dixon High School. As years passed, 
many improvements were made: tennis courts were laid; shop build- 
ings erected; the gymnasium and auditorium were built; and an ath- 
letic field was purchased. This now has been planted into a turf. 

The school colors, Purple and Gold, no longer held their place 
of distinction in 1931 for they were changed to Green and White. 
Armijo f s colors were Purple and Gold and the students thought that 
Green and White were more flashy. 

This year the adoption of a RAM, our new insignia, gave rise 
to the movement for changing the name of our year book. The de- 
cision of the high school students to adopt some type of insignia 
is in keeping with the general trend in high schools and universi- 
ties where it has become a popular custom. Since Dixon is in a 
sheep raising country, we found the Ram an appropriate emblem. 
After we hri chosen the RAM, the staff decided to use the insignia 
in our annual. This is the first time this has ever been done and 
sketches of the RAM will be found on the division pages. 

With the adoption of our insignia many students felt that the 
title of our annual should be in keeping with it. There was a 
strong movement toward changing the name* Among those suggested 
were: "Ram Pages", "The Rambler", and "Dixon Hi Lites". Since 
"Chanticleer" is the name mentioned in the constitution, a two- 
thirds vote was necessary in order to change it. For several weeks 
campaigns and debates were waged in roll rooms, before school, and 
during noon hours. Several polls were taken, but the necessary 
two-thirds votes were not received so "Chanticleer" has remained 
the name of our annual.
